'Peace' Riot 
in New York 


New York, Aug. 3 — WP)— 
Two 


thousand 
l e f t - w i n g "peace" 


marchers, banned from staging a 
Union square rally, battled 1,000 
police late yesterday in 
fist-fling- 


ing brawls that led to 13 arrests, 
their defiant move. 


"We want peace — open up the 


square,' the marchers chanted as 
they suddenly f o r m e d ranks 
among the throngs going h o m e 
from work. 


Union -square — a mile and a 


half south of Times Square — is 
the traditional scene of New York 
soap box oratory. When the mount- 
ed police bore down on the dem- 
onstrators they shouted "cossack." 


The mounted policemen r o d e 


their horses onto sidewalks. F i s t 
fights broke out. Several injuries 
were ported and at 
least one 


window was smashed. 


Two sign-waving demonstrators 


were reported and at least one 
poles by police and a fire depart- 
ment and ladder company. 


The police detail spent an hour 


breaking up the demonstration. 
Most of the 
marchers 
arrested 


were charged with assault or dis- 
orderly conduct. 


Scattered by police 
at 
Union 


square, some of the marchers re- 
treated three blocks south to llth 
street. Another group of about 500 
moved north £o 23rd street at Mad- 
ison Square park. Police chased 
them out. 


Last night, 1,200 police ringed 


Times square after a report that 
the jnarchers would invade 
the 


"cross-roads of the world." How- 
ever, police -reported no organized 
demonstrations there.

the petitions Communist-inspired. 


The conference ' c a l l e d the 


"peace rally" to demand

The conference de 
scribes itself as made up of union 
and other 
groups interested

peace.

Symington, Top Government 
Economic Mobilizer, Urges 
Truman Be Given Free Hand 


Washington, Aug. 
3(H>) — The 


government's top economic mobil- 
izer urged t o d a y that President 
Truman be given a free hand in 
putting 
any wage-price-rationing 


controls into effect. 


W. Stuart Symington, chairman 


of the national security 
resources 


board, made a special trip to the 
capitol to discuss the matter. 


He talked behind closed 
doors 


with Chairman Maybank (D-SC) 
of the senate banking committee. 


Maybank told reporters Syming- 


ton emphasized that any standby 
plan for imposing wage, price and 
rationing curbs s h o u l d let the 
President decide when or whether 
they should be used. 


Symington declined to 
discuss 


the matter with newsmen. 


On the other side of the 
capitol 


the house appeared set to give the 
President powers to control vir- 
tually every phase of American 
life. As demands mounted 
fpr 


across the board controls to curb 
inflation and what is needed in 
the Korean war, the only question 
appeared to be the form the pres- 
idential powers would take. 


Symington talked with Maybank 


as the senate banking committee 
resumed discussion of a proposal 
which would deny the President 
discretionary authority in putting 
wage price rationing 
curbs 
into 


effect. 


The committee began consider- 


ing yesterday an automatic device 
for invoking such curbs when the 
cost of living reaches a 
certain 


point 
formula 
still is 
being 


worked out. 


Maybank said Symington did not 


directly oppose the automatic pro- 
posal, but concentrated 
on 
the 


idea of giving the President a free 
hand. 


Members of the committee dis- 


agreed today, h o w e v e r, as to 
whether the group had formally 
decided to adopt the suggestion by 
Senator Fulbright (D-Ark) to 
tie 


controls to the cost of living. 


Chairman Maybank (D-SC), who 


announced yesterday t h a t the 
committee did make such a deci- 
sion by voice vote, told reporters 
today there was "just 
discussion 


of making a study of some 
such 


procedure." 


However, Sen. Douglas (D - 111) 


said the committee made a firm 
decision to adopt the 
Fulbrighi 


proposal.

Boyle Ponders Mystery of 
Korean Airport, Dealing Out 
Death, Receiving Wounded

A Forward Base in Korea 
(fP)— 


The only people I know who love 
airfields are pilots 


To an outsider, most airfields 


look alike. But they hold personal- 
ities of their own to the men who 
wheel trains through the s k i e s . 
Just what the difference between 
them is, I have never been able to 
figure out. 


An airport, to me, is just a con- 


trol tower windsock in the breeze, 
and broad strip of safety on which- 
I can land and I can feel mother 
nature welcome me through my 
feet. 


But airfields are homes to the 


fliers. 
They like to adventure 


through the cloud- filled 
pastures 


of space. Once they 
land, how- 


ever, they want to stay right on 
the base and shoot gossip svith the 
other boys. It's hard to get them 
to drive out and see what the 
towns are like that the airbases 
are built to serve. To them, the 
airport itself is a complete city. 


And 
certainly 
this 
most 
ad- 


vanced airstrip is a wonderful and 
complicated community. It sends 
out fighter planes to deal death to 
the enemy and it receives our own 
battle-wounded and flies them out 
in comfort to a general hospital 
in Japan. 


It is all done so casually and 


competently that a s t r a n g e r 
could 
wander 
across the 
field 


and never know what was going 
on. 


This airstrip lies in a valley sur- 


rounded by hills that 
would 
be 


called mountains in the Ozarks of 
Missouri and Arkansas—but 
just 


humps in Colorado. 


It is much like Tafriu, the fam- 


ous World War II crossroads air- 
field outside Oran in Africa. When 
the sun shines it is hell swept by 
dust. When it rains you can take 
a dozen steps and the 
mud 
on 


your feet will weigh more than 
your shoes.

come case of beer for their bud- 
dies in combat. 


But there is no pampering of 


anybody. Often a flier who 
has 


made three missions to the front 
in a day comes home weary 
at 


night to find the mess hall closed. 
They don't open it up again for 
him. He eats out of a can and hits 
the sack—worn out. 


It is strange but true that 
the 


fliers of the modern war are often 
older on the average than infan- 
trymen. In the Second World War 
it was more the other way around 


You see many doughboys, 
tor 


example, between 18 and 20 years 
of age. But three men in the trans- 
port plane crew that flew rue her 
a week ago are all married, and 
among them have ten children.

Washington, Aug. 2 —(fi>)— 
The 


house was in a mood today to vote 
President Truman broader con- 
trols than he has requested 
over 


the domestic economy, but 
was 


undecided how to go about it. 


As a final vote neared on 
the 


"defense production act of 1950," 
there was strong sentiment to add 
to the priorities and allocation au- 
hority Mr. Truman wants, to in- 
clude power to impose rationing 
and to peg prices and wages. 


The decision on how far 
the 


house will go toward empowering 
the President to cope with war- 
born e c o n o m i c problems was 
largely up to administration lead- 
ers in the house. They were hav- 
ing trouble making up their minds. 


Some of them want to give 
the 


President only what he requested 
in a message last week — priority 
and allocation authority, power to 
requisition, authority to make pro- 
duction loans and control of con- 
sumer and real estate credit and 
commodity speculation. 


That's what the house banking

Profits, High, 
Face New Tax 


New York, Aug. 3 —(/P)— Ameri- 


can corporations are m a k i n g 
money faster than ever b e f o r e, 
but new war taxes may cut back 
the 1950 total to well below record 
size. 


A compilation by the Associacd 


Press of earnings of 450 corpora- 
tions in virtually every 
field of 


business shows profits were 43 per 
cent higher in the second quarter 
of 1950 than in the same period 
last year. 


The year 1948 stands as the rec- 


ord-breaker for •corporate earn- 
ings, and 1949 was 
only slightly 


below. Thus the second 
quarter 


this year is running well ahead of. 
the 1948 record. 


Higher corporate taxes for de- 


fense needs plus an excess profit s 
tax would cut back 1950 earnings 
considerably below the 1948 rec- 
ord. Earnings also would be heldi 
down by rationing and price fix- 
ing. 


The 43 per cent jump in second 


quarter p r o f i t s to $1,625,040 ,257 
brought earnings of these 450 cor- 


poration* (or the first six months 
to 12,865,306,259. that is again of 
24 per cent over the f i r s t six 
months of 1049. 


There are three points to keep 


in mind when looking at the prof- 
its picture: 


1. All this money 
was earned 


before the Korean war started. 


2. It shows a remarkable recov- 


ery from the let-down earlier in 
the year during a period of strikes 
and price reductions. 


3. The profits look bigger by 


comparison with the first half of 
1949 
when a recession was taking 


hold of the economy. 


There are some who believe the 


second, quarter may stand as high 
tide in the profit movement. Even, 
though m a n y corporations now 
are working at top speed as a re- 
sult of the war, their increased 
sales may not p r o d u c e higher 
profits because of greater t a x e s 
and higher costs. 


The 1949 recession ran its course 


in about the first six months of the 
year, and profits started 
expana- 


ing in the third quarter.

have been going up ever since de- 
spite frequent set-backs
